The Railway Age, the leading rail- 
road journal in this country, says in its 
current issue: The contidence enter- 
tained by the stockholders of the Atchi- 
son, Topeka and Santa Fé Railroad /in 
their president and directors has again 
been shown in a remarkable manner. 
President Strong’s announcement of 
the proposed increase of the capital 
stock by $10,000,000 had hardly been 
made before subscriptions for the new 
shares were pouring in, and much more 
than the desired amount was speedily 
called for. 

“The irrepressible Venner, who has 
been amusing himself and the public 
by bringing suit to restrain the direc- 
tors from almost every act that they 
have proposed for the last two or three 
years, of course started a suit to pre- 
vent this proposed issue, and deluged 
the stockholders with circulars, and 
wearied them with personal appeals to 


join his crusade. He did not 
obtain a single recruit, however, 
so far as is known; and when 


his suit for injunction came before the 
United States Court at Topeka on the 
7th, Judge Brewer promptly threw it 
out of court, ruling that by Mr. Ven- 
ner’s own statement he had no case. 
On the previous day, September 6th, at 
the annual meeting of thestockholders, 
the proposition to increase the capital 
stock was carried by a vote of 478,461 
shares, against only 500 shares cast by 
the unfortunate Venner, whose persis- 
tent attacks upon this company have 
long since ceased to be seriously con- 
sidered, and have now become simply 
ridiculous. The stockholders of the 
Atchison Company have very sub- 
stantial grounds for their confidence. 
The gross earning; for the seven months 
ending with July, of the 2484 miles of 
Atchison road proper, amounted to 
$10,625,537, an increase of $2,382,059, 
and the net earnings were $4,872,862, 
an increase of $1,270,336—a_ splendid

Indians Defy the Sheriff—An Out- 
break Feared. 

FLonkxcE (Ariz.), Sept. 15.— [By the 
Associated Press.] Sheriff Freyor has 
just returned from San Pedro, where he 
went on Monday to arrest twelve Indians 
of Eskminzino’s band. The Indians are 
killing cattle and stealing horses. They 
had got word of his coming, and sent the 
offenders away. They met the Sheriff and 
posse with an armed force of fifteen In- 
dians, and ordered them to leave. The 
Sheriff had only five men, armed with pis- 
tols, and, failing to get an interview with 
Chief Eskminzino, or to find those wanted 
he came home. Assistance will be asked 
of the San Carlos reseivation authorities. 
This town (San Pedro) has twenty-eight 
well-armed bucks. ‘They are drilling for a 
raid, settlers think. and great alarm is felt 
in that vicinity. They defy the officers of 
the law, and say that no Indians shall be 
arrested. They have no cattle, but steal 
from the settlers, and threaten to kill them 
if they make trouble. They do not belon 
to the reservation tribes, but heretofore cul- 


tivated on the San P' and have been 
as peaceful. e situation is 
critical.

82500 as counsel fees for further proceed- 
ings, and 85000 for other expenses of said 
suit. 

MALARIAL DISEASES PREVALENT. 

The unusual warm weather of the past 
two or three days has occasioned considera- 
ble talk to the effect that a disease known 
as typho-malarial is epidemic in this city. 
Investigation shows that there is a large 
number of cases of malarial fever existing, 
but no one is willing to say that it is ont 
demic. Several physicians were inter- 
viewed, and most of them declared that, 
while there is much complaint of malaria 
here, there is no epidemic. One good rain 
would cure all the ills. Dr. C. B. Hutchins 
said that he had a great number of cases of 
what is known as typho-malarial, but it is 
in reality a mongrel sort of typhoid. Ma- 
larial fevers had never been so prevalent 
during the whole of his residence in this 
city as they are now.

Electric Lighting for Private Houses. 
[Providence Journal.] 

A system of electric lighting for 
private residences has up to the present 
time been sought for by electrical en- 
gineers without obtaining results 
either practical or economical. A 
Journal reporter yesterday saw an in- 
teresting exhibition of a method that 
will do this, and give to private houses 
light of a quality that large establish- 
ments hitherto alone have been able to 
afford economically. A little Bowers 
dynamo furnishes the current, and is 
run by a small Shipman engine of two- 
horse power. The dynamo itself is but 
little larger than an ordinary waste- 
basket, and the engine occupies an in- 
significent corner of the room, running 
automatically hour after hour without 
attention, maintaining the same press- 
ure and speed. This little plant runs 
fifteen incandescent lamps ef sixteen 
candle-power each, of unusual steadi- 
ness, and the results prove that electric 
lighting in private houses is an accom- 
plished possibility. In the same room, 
and operated by the same engine, is a 
similar dynamo, the Waterhouse, of 
little large size, that astonishes many 
electricians who have visited it by fur- 
nishing with two-horse power four 
are lights of 2000-candle-power each, 
for it has always been accepted as a 
fact that a single arc light required one- 
horse power. The same dynamo has 
also been seen running thirteen in- 
candenscent lamps of sixteen candle 
power, two of twenty-five-candle 
power, two of thirty and one of 125, 
and one arc light, while it operates a 
sewing machine from a small electric 
motor with almost fierce rapidity. 
This peg is self-adjusting, and as 
the lights on the circuit are successively 
turned off the remaining ones are not 
affected in brilliancy or steadiness. 
The especial interest in these two 
electric systems centers in the fact 
that they afford a practical solution of 
the problem of nyt re private houses 
cheaply and practically.

THE DEAD GOVERNOR. 


Many View the Remai Prepara 
tions for the Obsequies—The 
Procession to Be Very 
Imposing. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 15.— [By the As- 
sociated Press.) A great number of peo- 
ple viewed the remains of Gov. Bartlett in 
Pioneer Hall this morning. Ihe body will 
continue to lie in state until the hour of the 
funeral tomorrow. The route of the pro- 
cession will be from Trinity Church, corner 
of Post and Powell streets, on Powell to 
Market, thence to Golden Gate avenue, 
thence to Steiner, thence to Bush, thence to 
the cemetery.

The centennial of the events 
of Revolutionary times began this morning. 
The weather was clear and the day gave 
promise of being everything that could be 
wished. A heavy load was lifted from the 
hearts of many who have been for months 
looking forward to the day when the great- 
est epoch in the history of the last century 
should be celebrated. Philadelphia and her 
hundreds of thousands of guests appeared 
on the streets early, and all bent toward 
the single object of making the celebration 
a fitting one. 

THRONGS OF VISTTORS. 

All day yesterday and last night visitors, 
including distinguished guests, military 
and fireman, arrived by every possible con- 
veyance, and the dozen railroad depots 
were taxed to their utmost accommodating 
the throng which had flocked to the “Cradle 
of Liberty.” All the hotels were filled to 
overflowing by erage ny It is safe to say 
there are at least 200, visitors from a 
distance in addition to the thousands from 
adjacent counties in Pennsylvania, New 
Jersey, Delaware and Maryland, and hardly 
a State or Territory remains unrepresented 
in the three-days’ festivals. 

MILES OF BUNTING. 

The streets today presented an appear- 
ance lovely in the extreme. In all direc 
tions, as far as the eye could see, was one 
mass of bunting ana decoration. Many of 
the newspaper offices and public buildings 
made a lavish display of decorations, hav- 
ing worked early and late to complete the 
task in time. Every arrangement had been 
made by those in charge, and the day was 
one most eventfully interesting in the his- 
tory of the civilized world. 

IMPOSING PAGEANT. 

The monster civic and industrial pageant 
started from Broad and Daupin streets soon 
after 10 o’clock, and marched to Broad and 
Moore streets, a distance of nearly five 
miles, and then countermarched to the start- 
ing point, passing through one continuous 
line of observation stands gayly decorated 
with the flags of all nations. 

The procession was intended to illustrate 
the vancement of industrial arts and 
sciences during the 2 century, and, it is 
believed, fairly ecl psed anything of the 
kind ever known.

The Government naval display in- 
cluded a model of the first steamer which 
crossed the Atlantic, a model of the United 
States man-of-war Hartford, models of the 
new cruisers, many kinds of naval guns, 
and a display of life-saving apparatus.

The scene at the grand reviewing stand, 
situated at the Union League Club House, 
on Broad street, was a grand one.
